Toilet  Preparations  Control. — The  Sale 
BY  Retailers  of  Labelled  Goods.  The 
Board  of  Trade  wishes  to  draw  attention  to 
the  fact  that  on  'and  after  November  i,. 
1942,  no  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  by 
retail  any  article  controlled  under  the 
Limitation  of  Supplies  (Toilet  Prepara- 
tions) (No.  4)  Order  (including  face  powder 
and  toilet  dusting  powder)  unless  at  the 
time  of  the  sale  (or  the  offer  for  sale)  the 
container  in  which,,  or  from  which,  that 
article  is  sold  or  offered  is  labelled  with  the 
name  and  address  of  the  actual  manufac- 
turer or  licensed  packer,  as  required  by  the 
Order.  This  rule  applies  even  when  the 
retailer  has  obtained  the  goods  from  his 
supplier  at  a  date  before  November  i. 
Packers'  Licences.  The  Board  wishes  to 
state  that  no  application  for  a  packer's 
licence  received  after  November  i,  1942, 
will  be  considered. 
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Export  Licensing  Extension. — The  Board 
of  Trade,  in  issuing  the  Export  of  Goods 
(Control)  (No.  40)  (Drder,  1942  (S.  R.  &  O., 
1942,  No.  2101,  price  one  penny),  which 
comes  into  force,  on  November  2,  extends 
control  to  fancy  glassware,  clinical  ther- 
mometers, plumbago  crucibles ;  feathers 
and  down  ;  additional  metal  manufactures, 
machinery  and  chemicals. 

Edible  Oil  Withdrawn.— The  Ministry  of 
Food  states  that  the  small  quantity  of 
edible  oil  that  has  been  available  up  to  the 
present  for  household  consumption  will  no 
longer  be  distributed.  Olive  or  groundnut 
(arachis)  oils  will  be  available  from  chemists 
for  certain  medicinal  purposes,  but  only 
against  a  doctor's  prescription.  To  meet 
the  requirements  of  vegetarians  and  ortho- 
dox Jews,  a  vegetarian-kosher  cooking  fat 
will  be  distributed  and  will  be  available  up 
to  the  amount  of  the  cooking  fat  ration 
(2  oz.)  to  persons  whose  pages  of  coupons 
headed  "butter"  have  been  stamped 
"vegetable  margarine"  on  surrender  of 
their  bacon  coupons. 

Licence  Required  to  Make  Lacquer. — 
The  Minister  of  Supply  has  made  the  Control 
of  Paint,  etc.  (No.  3)  Order,  1942,  which 
provides  that  after  October  19  no  person 
may  acquire  raw  materials  for  the  manu- 
facture of  paint,  varnish  lacquer  or  dis- 
temper and  sell  the  resultant  product 
unless  he  holds  a  licence  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Supply.  The  provisions  of  the 
Order  do  not  apply  to  persons  who  make 
less  than  5  gall,  or  i  cwt.  of  paint,  etc.,  in 
a  calender  month.  The  Control  of  Paint, 
Lacquer  and  Varnish  Nos.  i  and  2  Orders 
are  revoked.  Copies  of  the  new  Order, 
(S.  R.  &  O.,  1942,  No.  2074),  which  came 
into  operation  on  October  19,  may  be 
obtained  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
London,  price  one  penny. 

Black  Currant  Syrup  and  Puree. — Last 
year  blaok  currant  syrup  and  puree  were 
included  in  the  Ministry's  vitamins  scheme. 
They  are  now  being  replaced  by  orange 
juice.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  same  quantity  of  black  currants  as  last 
year  (slightly  over  2,000  tons)  to  be  made 
into  syrup  and  puree  for  sale  through  retail 
chemists  for  children,  invalids,  and  others 
who  are  advised  to  increase  their  consump- 
tion of  vitamin  C.  The  retail  price  of 
syrup  will  be  2S.  id.  for  a  13^-oz.  bottle, 
(2S.  for  a  12-OZ.  bottle)  and  of  the  puree 
IS.  id.  for  a  9-oz.  tin.  The  bottles  contain 
about  two  weeks'  supply,  and  the  tins  one 
week's.  Both  syrup  and  puree  will  be  sold 
under  the  manufacturers's  names,  but  will 


bear  labels  which  have  been  approved  t 
the  Ministry  of  Food  and  the  Ministry 
Health,  indicating  the  classes  of  persoi 
(as  above)  to  whom  alone  they  may  be  sol 
the  price  and  the  minimum  vitamin 
content.    The  syrup  will  contain  not  le 
than  20  mgm.  of  vitamin  C  per  fluid  ounc 
and  the  puree  not  less  than  24  mgm.  p 
fluid  ounce,  so  that  these  products  w 
provide  a  valuable  addition  to  the  quanti 
of  vitamin  C  obtainable  from  other  fooc 
The  Ministry  of  Food  appreciates  the  publ 
spirit    shown    by    the  manufacturers 
syrup   and   puree   and   by  the  Nation 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  who  have  assist 
in  making  these  arrangements  and  ha 
agreed  to  make  and  distribute  these  pr  ; 
ducts  at  the  lowest  possible  prices.

A  proposition  by  Mr.  Fenton  that  a 
penny-in-the-pound  scheme,  as  carried  out 
by  certain  Pharmaceutical  committees, 
should  be  recommended  to  the  Surrey 
Pharmaceutical  Committee,  was  seconded 
by   Mr.    H.    Thomas  and    carried.  Mr. 

C.  J.  R.  Pretty  proposed  that  an  individual 
collection  should  be  made  from  each  phar- 
macist in  the  area,  and  this  was  also 
agreed.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  Thomas 
James)  gave  details  of  an  anti-invasion 
scheme  to  be  carried  out  in  the  area,  in 
which  local  pharmacists  had  been  asked 
to  co-operate.  Arrangements  were  left  to 
the  committee.  Mr.  J.  C.  Young  (a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council)  then  discussed:  "What  Does  the 
Future  Hold  for  Retail  Pharmacy?"  He 
urged  that  pharmacists  needed  to  think 
of  the  changes  they  would  like  to  see  in 
pharmacy  after  the  war.  Great  changes 
were  pending  and  pharmacists  wanted  to 
take  their  rightful  place  in  the  medical 
services  of  the  country.  The  speaker 
suggested  that  chemists'  shops  should 
consist  of  two  distinct  departments :  one 
for  pure  pharmacy  and  the  other  for  toilet 
and  photographic  supplies,  etc.  A  twenty- 
four-hour  dispensing  service  could  be 
carried  out  without  chemists  putting  in 
longer  hours.  Discussion  followed  the 
address.  At  an  extraordinary  meeting  of 
rtiembers  held  prior  to  the  main  meeting 
a  decision  was  approved  to  alter  the 
Association's  financial  year  so  as  to  end 
at  May  31. 
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Small  Retailers'  Supplies 

When  the  third  report  of  the  Retail  Trade 
Committee  set  up  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
was  issued,  you  pointed  out  {C.&  D.,  July  4, 
p.  15)  that  if  the  Committee  had  tried  to 
hold  the  balance  fairly  between  small 
individual  retailers  and  large  trading  bodies," 
it  had  failed.  The  statement  of  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  printed  on  p.  400 
shows  that  the  Board  has  now  recognised 
the  existence  of  a  difference  between  the 
two  classes.  On  this  recognition  the  Board 
is  to  be  congratulated.  It  is  true  that  the 
statement  in  the  House  of  Commons  deals 
mainly  with  a  single  point,  the  allotment  of 
supplies  to  businesses ;  but  the  fact  that 
the  service  rendered  to  the  community  by 
small  retailers  is  judged  worthy  of  Govern- 
ment .'^•upport  is  a  distinct  gain.  When  a 
minister  of  State  goes  so  far  as  to  say  that 
"some  positive  action  is  needed  to  assure 
to  the  small  retailer  his  fair  share  of  the 
available  supplies,"  we  are  not  without 
hope  that  some  positive  action  will  follow. 
And  when  he  tells  us  that  he  does  not  want 
to  make  fresh  orders  if  he  can  get  the  same 
results  by  voluntary  methods,  we  note  with 
satisfaction  this  evidence  of  a  healthy  atti- 
tude. There  will,  no  doubt,  be  a  period  of 
trial  and  error  bef  ore  an  equitable  method  of 
distribution  is  agreed  upon ;  but  if  those 
most  concerned  are  allowed  to  attack  the 
problem  in  a  practical  way,  there  is  no  reason 
why  available  supplies  should  not  be  fairly 
proportioned  to  individual  needs.  We  are 
well  aware  that  supplies  will  inevitably 
become  scantier. 

Calls  on  Man-power 

The  proposed  cancellation  of  deferment 
in  respect  of  male  pharmacists  and  dis- 
pensers up  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  brings 
up  for  consideration,  as  you  point  out 
(p.  399),  a  difficult  problem.  On  the  face  of 
it,  this  course  seems  to  cut  across  the  taking 
of  a  census  envisaged  in  the  Pharmacy 
Undertakings  Order  published  on  p.  385. 
Is  the  census  to  precede  the  cancellation  of 
deferment,  or  the  cancellation  of  deferment 
to  precede  the  census  ?  There  may  be  some 
explanation  of  this  apparent  discrepancy ; 
but  however  this  may  be,  I  fail  to  see  that 
an  adequate  dispensing  service  can  be 
provided  for  the  general  public  if  more 
pharmacists  are  to  be  taken  away  from  their 
proper  vocation.  I  use  the  word  "proper" 
deliberately:  for  just  as  it  is  beginning  to 
be  realised  that  public  means  of  transport 


have  been  reduced  in  a  potentially  dang 
ous  degree,  so  it  will  have  to  be  realisec 
and,  I  trust,  before  substantial  harm  ] 
been  done — that  there  must  be  a  suffici( 
number  of  pharmacists  in  charge  of  c 
pensing  if  that  service  is  not  to  break  do-\ 
Such  a  failure  would  occur  at  first  in  sin 
and  perhaps  widely  separated  areas.  I 
it  might  become  general,  and  might  tl 
cause  a  situation  that  would  be  beyc 
effective  remedy.  The  idea  that  young  g 
can  safely  engage  in  such  work  after  th 
months'  training  is  too  ridiculous  for  serii 
discussion.

He  said  he  was  not  aware  the  new 
ertisements  were  worded  Other  than  in 
same  manner  as  the  first  until  the  in- 
ctor  told  him  aboiit  them. 

)istribution  of  Advertising  Circulars. — 

interesting  point  with  reference  to  the 
rictions  upon  the  distribution  of  adver- 
ng  circulars  was  raised  in  a  prosecution 
North  London  Police  Court  on  October 
The  International  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd., 
ydon  Road,  London,  N.16,  was  svim- 
led  under  Article  6  (i)  (a)  of  the  Control 
J^aper  (No.  36)  Order,  1941,  for  gratui- 
sly  distributing  approximately  14,000 
ertising  circulars  relating  to  Alkia 
;rates.     The    defendants   pleaded  not 


guilty.  For  the  prosecution,  it  was  stated 
that  the  circulars  were  sent  out  on  July  21. 
The  notepaper  used  had  been  printed 
before  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Order  but 
the  wordiiig  of  the  circular,  apart  from  the 
letter-heading,  was  done  in  the  office  of  the 
company,  by  the  multigraph  process,  after 
the  Order  came  into  force.  The  prosecution 
contended  that  the  circular  was  made  and 
distributed  after  the  Order  had  come  into 
force.  An  investigating  officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Supply  said  he  was  told  that 
all  the  advertising  matter  sent  out  by  the 
company  had  been  restricted  to  three- 
twentieths  of  their  pre-war  amount.  He 
verified  this  and  found  it  to  be  correct. 

Counsel  for  the  defence  said  the  view 
which  had  been  taken  was  that  the  circular 
was  made  when  the  paper  was  printed.  The 
substantial  offence  was  the  use  of  paper 
and  when  the  paper  was  printed  it  was 
brought  into  use.  Miss  Simmons,  who  is 
in  charge  of  the  defendant  company's 
advertising,  said  she  had  read  the  trade 
papers  and  attended  meetings  at  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  had  taken  the 
view  that,  they  were  entitled  to  send  out 
circulars  to  the  extent  of  three-twentieths 
of  the  amount  they  sent  out  in  any  three 
months  of  the  years  before.  They  had  kept 
well  within  this  limit. 

The  magistrate  said  this  was  an  interest- 
ing case  which  might  well  go  to  a  higher 
court.  He  accepted  the  statement  that  the 
defendants  had  done  what  they  thought  to 
be  right.  He  thought  that  the  view  put 
forward  for  the  prosecution  was  the  right 
one,  however,  and  under  the  circumstances 
there  would  be  a  nominal  fine  of  £20. 

Proof  of  a  Sale  Necessary. — Costs  of 
£10  I  OS.  were  awarded  to  Mr.  Aubrey  Lewis, 
trading  as  Herbert's  Drug  Stores,  Tach- 
brook  Street,  London,  S.W.i,  at  Bow 
Street  Police  Court  on  October  14,  when 
two  summonses  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  brought  by  the  Westminster  City  - 
Council,  were  dismissed.  He  was  accused 
of  selling  Vita  grape  juice  containing  a 
prohibited  preservative — sulphur  dioxide — 
and  giving  a  label  calculated  to  mislead. 
The  label  stated  that  the  preparation  con- 
tained the  concentrated  juice  of  17^  lb.  of 
vineyard  grapes,  but  according  to  the 
analyst's  certificate  the  amount  was  not 
more  than  lb.  Mr.  Lewis  said  that  he 
told  the  sampling  officer,  Mr.  Kurt  Wagener, 
when  he  called,  that  he  had  bought  the 
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grape  juice  from  a  company  and  was  going 
to  have  it  analysed.  Mr.  Wagener  told  him 
he  would  have  it  analysed  free  of  charge, 
and  he  was  given  a  bottle  without  payment 
for  that  purpose.  He  said  that  if  there  was 
anything  wrong  he  would  proceed  against 
the  manufacturers  and  that  he  (Mr.  Lewis) 
would  get  I2.  2S.  costs.  The  bottles  were  not 
exposed  for  sale,  but  the  one  was  brought 
from  the  cellar.  Mr.  Lewis  explained  that 
it  was  on  counsel's  advice  that  he  took  steps 
to  have  the  Vita  grape  juice  analysed.  Two 
young  women  assistants  gave  evidence  for 
the  defence.  Mr.  Wagener  declared  that  the 
bottle  was  on  a  glass  shelf  and  that  he  paid 
5s.  6d.  for  it. 

The  magistrate,  Mr.  Dunne,  said  that 
before  Mr.  Lewis  could  be  found  guilty  it 
must  be  proved  that  there  had  been  a  sale. 
At  the  first  hearing,  on  September  16,  Mr. 
Wagener  said  he  saw  the  bottle  in  the  shop 
window.  At  the  present  hearing  he  was 
recalled  and  said  he  saw  one  bottle  on  dis- 
play at  the  back  of  the  counter  on  a  glass 
shelf  behind  a  partition.  That,  perhaps, 
would  be  sufficient  to  raise  a  doubt,  but 
Mr.  Lewis's  evidence  on  the  point  was 
supported  by  his  two  assistants.  "I  am 
not  going  to  say  Mr.  Wagener  has  deliber- 
ately lied,"  the  magistrate  went  on.  "I 
am  unable  to  say  the  evidence  is  sufficiently 
conclusive  either  way.  But  the  fact  that 
his  evidence  has  differed  in  an  important 
and  material  particular  does  introduce  an 
element  of  doubt  of  which  Mr.  Lewis  must 
have  the  benefit." 

Dangerous    Drugs    Act    Offences. — At 

Worthing,  on  October  14,  Dr.  Richard 
Morton  Geldart  was  fined  a  total  of  l<^o 
on  six  summonses  for  failing  to  enter  in  a 
register  particulars  respecting  dangerous 
drugs. — At  Liverpool  Police  Court,  on 
October  14,  Cheong  Man  was  accused  of 
being  in  possession  of  opium  and  opium- 
smoking  utensils.  A  fine  of  {^\o  was  imposed. 
— At  Rochdale,  recently,  Norman  Chap- 
burn,  Joseph  H.  Chapburn,  and  William 
Taylor  were  accused  of  stealing  drugs  and 
surgical  instruments,  but  all  the  property 
had  been  recovered.  Norman  Chapburn 
was  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment 
and  fined  {^'^o,  and  the  others  to  four  months' 
and  three  months'  respectively.

embership 

There  is  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
mbers  of  the  Society — actually  685,  the 
?hest  in  the  Society's  history.  It  is  satis- 
:tory  that  the  vast  majority  of  licentiates 
actising  in  the  twenty-six  counties  now 
Qtribute  towards  the  upkeep  of  the  Society. 


The  number  of  licentiates  on  the  register  is 
1,505 — an  increase  of  twenty  on  last  year's 
figure  and  another  record  in  the  Society's 
history.  The  number  is,  of  course,  far  in  excess 
of  the  country's  requirements,  and  unfortu- 
nately no  reduction  can  be  hoped  for  for  some 
years  to  come.  Indeed,  the  large  numbers 
attending  lectures,  coupled  with  the  number  of 
registered  apprentices,  indicate  a  substantial 
increase  on  the  register  during  the  next  four  or 
five  fears.  There  are  two  chemists  and  drug- 
gists, and  451  registered  druggists,  or  eighteen 
less  than  last  year.  Qualified  assistants,  at  892, 
show  an  increase  of  fifty-seven.  The  majority 
(574)  are  also  qualified  chemists.  The  percentage 
of  passes  in  the  Society's  examinations  was 
about  the  same  as  in  recent  years,  and  the 
examiners  reported  themselves  as  fairly  satisfied 
with  the  proficiency  of  the  students.  One 
unfortunate  feature  has  been,  of  course,  the 
large  number  of  candidates  failing  in  poison 
law — this  despite  Mr.  Kerr's  lectures  and  his 
efforts  to  help  students.  There  is  a  substantial 
reduction  in  the  number  of  preliminary  registra- 
tions— 144  against  205  last  year.  The  future 
should  be  regarded  in  the  light  of  the  following 
figures:  In  1929  there  were  sixty-one  prelim- 
inary registrations;  in  1931,  seventy-five;  in 
1933,  seventy-nine;  in  1936,  fifty-seven;  yet 
the  average  over  the  last  twenty-two  years 
was  131.  Needless  to  say,  the  Council  takes  a 
serious  view  of  the  matter.  An  effort  is  being 
made  to  raise  with  members  of  the  Government 
the  feasibility  of  permitting  regulation  of  the 
numbers  entering  the  profession.  In  the  mean- 
time members  are  urged  to  discourage  prospec- 
tive apprentices,  particularly  those  having  no 
connexion  with  pharmacy. 

Training  and  Service  Conditions 

Some  months  ago  the  Council  set  up  a  special 
committee  to  examine  the  training  system  and 
examination  requirements.  The  committee  has 
not  yet  completed  its  deliberations,  but  has 
already  received  much  advice  and  assistance 
from  authorities  at  present  or  in  the  past 
associated  with  the  Society's  educational 
activities.  As  reported  last  year,  the  Army 
authorities  agreed  to  grant  commissioned  rank 
to  licentiates  serving  in  the  Army  in  a  pro- 
fessional capacity.  Unfortunately  this  con- 
cession was  not  accompanied  by  corresponding 
rates  of  pay,  and  chemists  in  the  Army  have  a 
genuine  grievance  in  that  they  are  the  only 
officers  not  remunerated  in  accordance  with  their 
qualifications.  It  is  hoped  that  a  satisfactory 
settlement  will  be  reached  in  the  near  future. 

Legal  Activities 

During  the  year  the  Council  carried  out  a 
number  of  prosecutions  against  unqualified 
persons  and  firms  for  breaches  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Sale  of  Poisons  Acts.  In  every  instance  the 
verdict  was  in  favour  of  the  Society.  Mr.  CahiU 
said  he  thought  members  would  agree  that, 
so  far  as  the  legal  sale  of  poisons  is  concerned, 
the  position  as  a  whole  is  not  unsatisfactory 
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today.  If  members  think  otherwise  and  will 
submit  definite  proof  to  the  Registrar,  the 
Council  will  not  hesitate  to  take  action. 

Meetings 

Council  members  have  had  to  contend  with 
tremendous  transport  difficulties  during  the 
year ;  nevertheless  attendances  at  Council  and 
Committee  meetings  were  completely  satis- 
factory. It  should  be  realised  that  for  Council 
members  living  outside  Dublin  a  Council 
meeting  means  three  days  away  from  business. 
Despite  tremendous  difficulties  the  dance 
committee  organised  the  annual  dance,  and  a 
huge  success  it  proved.  The  amount  collected 
was  the  largest  ever  paid  into  the  Benevolent 
Fund.  It  is  doubtful  if  members  fully  appre- 
ciate the  importance  of  the  work  performed  by 
Mr.  Collis  and  his  colleagues.  These  are  difficult 
times  for  those  in  business,  but  they  are  even 
more  difficult  for  licentiates  unable  to  obtain 
employment,  and  members  are  asked  not  to 
overlook  the  claims  of  their  own  Benevolent 
Fund. 

Tributes  to  Members 

As  you  know,  some  of  our  members  achieved 
considerable  success  at  the  recent  local  and 
municipal  elections.  Mr.  Joseph  Costello 
(a  member  of  Council)  was  successful  in  Galway, 
and  later  elected  mayor  of  that  city.  Another 
Council  member  (Mr.  P.  A.  Brady)  was  elected 
to  the  Dublin  Corporation.  Mr.  Michael  J. 
O'Rourke  was  successful  in  Dun  Laoghaire, 
where  he  is  now  chairman  of  that  Council. 
These  gentlemen  are  now  offered  the  con- 
gratulations of  members.  During  the  year 
at  least  one  independent  group  of  chemists  has 
been  meeting  to  discuss  present  and  post-war 
problems,,  and  recently  Mr.  Cahill  said  he  was 
invited  to  attend  an  interesting  lecture  on 
"  Vocationalism  as  Applied  to  Pharmacy,"  given 
by  the  vice-chairman  of  the  Vocational  Com- 
mission. The  tremendous  interest  taken  in  the 
recent  Council  election  is  a  healthy  sign,  and 
demonstrates  that  members,  and  in  particular 
the  younger  members,  are  prepared  to  take  their 
part  in  the  work  that  lies  ahead.  There  cannot 
be  too  much  organisation,  and  members  will 
realise  that,  when  the  time  comes  to  present 
legislative  claims,  success  will  probably  be  in 
proportion  to  the  strength  of  chemists' 
organisation . 

Paying  tribute  to  the  work  of  Mr.  Kerr,  the 
president  said  that  as  a  result  of  the  work  of  the 
Consultative  Committee  and  the  special  com- 
mittee dealing  with  educational  matters  he 
had  had  an  exceptionally  heavy  year,  but 
seemed  to  thrive  on  work  of  this  nature.  Miss 
Hyland  (Mr.  Kerr's  assistant)  attended  to  the 
general  office  work  in  an  exceptionally  capable 
manner. 

Membership  Questions 

Replying  to  a  query  by  Mr.  M.  J.  O'Rourke, 
Dun  Laoghaire,  The  Registrar  stated  that 
144  apprentices  had  been  registered  during  the 
past  year,  and  5,574  since  the  foundation  of  the 
Society. 


Congratulating  the  president  on  his  address 
Mr.  F.  Storey,  Belfast,  said  it  showed  definitely  1 
that  pharmacists  were  moving  in  the  right  i 
direction.  After  outlining  what  had  been  : 
achieved  in  the  North  through  pharmaceutical 
legislation,  Mr.  Storey  said  he  had  read  with 
interest  the  Eire  proposals  for  dealing  with  the 
druggist  question,  but  did  not  think  they  went 
far  enough.  In  the  North  the  idea  was  to  call 
the  druggists  accepted  "dispensing  druggists,' 
but  his  own  idea  was  to  call  them  "  chemists 
and  druggists  with  the  right  to  compound  "  ;  th( 
Northern  Government  would  not  accept  twc 
grades,  and  said  they  should  be  called  pharma- 
ceutical chemists.  He  hoped  members  in  Ein 
would  not  make  the  mistake  of  .creating  a  nevs 
grade  for  the  druggists.  Detailing  the  measure; 
taken  in  the  North  to  control  the  excess  o 
apprentices,  Mr.  Storey  mentioned  that  war 
time  conditions  had  now,  for  the  time  being 
solved  the  problem.  With  good  openings  ii 
munition  work  the  young  people  were  nol 
coming  into  pharmacy,  and  when  the  war  was 
over  it  was  unlikely  they  would  get  many 
apprentices,  in  view  of  the  more  attractive 
posts  that  would  be  available  in  reconstruction 
work.  An  effort  had  been  made  in  the  North 
to  deal  with  company  pharmacies,  but  with  the 
sole  result  that  now  they  had  co-operativf 
pharmacies  starting  all  over  the  place. 

Mr.  D.  J.  Nugent,  Terenure,  said  there  was 
otie  point  in  the  Consultative  Committee's 
recommendations  he  could  not  agree  with,  and 
that  was  the  "widow's  clause."  He  was  sorry 
to  see  it  in,  because  he  thought  it  was  a  dan- 
gerous thing.  Before  it  was  let  through  he 
would  like  to  see  the  clause  debated. 

Thanks  to  President 

Proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  president 
for  his  address,  Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill,  Blackrock, 
said  that  they  could  not  have  a  fairer  man 
than  Mr.  Cahill.  Seconding  the  vote,  Mr.  F.  X, 
Meagher,  Dublin,  said  he  differed  heartily 
from  Mr.  Nugent's  views  on  the  "widow's 
clause."  He  was  quite  sure  that  if  the  clause 
were  brought  in  it  would  only  be  used  where 
circumstances  arose  that  made  its  use  desirable. 

The  President,  replying,  said  that  some  ol 
the  views  expressed  by  Mr.  Storey  were  those 
of  the  Council  and  the  Consultative  Committee, 
The  creation  of  a  Potent  Drug  Schedule,  as 
distinct  from  Poison  Schedules,  had  been 
suggested,  but  he  believed  a  Poisons  Board  on 
which  they  had  a  good  say  would  meet  the  case. 
At  present  they  had  no  say  with  regard  10  what 
went  on  the  Schedules.  The  "widow's  clause" 
had  actually  not  yet  been  discussed  by  the 
Council.  They  would  bear  his  remarlvs  in  mind 
when  it  came  under  review. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  then  put  to  the 
meeting  and  passed  with  acclamation. 

Treasurer's  Report 

Coming  to  the  treasurer's  report,  The  Presi- 
dent said  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  was  not  with  them 
that  night.  After  many  years'  service  as 
honorary  treasurer  he  had  decided  not  to  seek 
re-election  in  the  coming  year.

The  Registrar  read 
I  letter  from  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  regretting  his 
nability  to  attend  owing  to  transport  diffii- 
;ulties.  In  his  report,  submitted  by  The 
Registrar,  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  observed  that 
ifter  twenty  years'  work  for  Irish  pharmacy 
le  felt  he  was  now  entitled  to  ask  some  of  the 
^ounger  members  of  Council  to  take  a  greater 
hare  of  the  responsibilities  of  management.  In 
his  his  last  report  as  treasurer  he  was  able  to 
tate  that  the  financial  year  just  ended  was 
igain  a  story  of  progress  and  prosperity.  Mem- 
)ership  showed  an  increased  income  of  £1,017. 
Vith  £500  National  Security  Loan  purchased 
luring  the  year,  investments  stood  at  £6,091, 
)f  which  the  market  value  was  £6,487.  The 
Revenue  Account  showed  £915  excess  of  income 
)ver  expenditure,  but  this  apparent  profit  was 
countered  by  an  unprecedented  demand  for 
ncome  tax  on  registration  fees.  An  appeal 
lad  been  lodged  against  this  assessment,  and 
;he  Council  had  authorised  the  Law  Adviser 
to  employ  Senior  Counsel  to  represent  the 
society  before  the  Income  Tax  Commissioners. 
Chemists  who  were  agitating  for  the  restriction 
)f  apprentices  would,  he  felt  sure,  derive  some 
satisfaction  from  an  item  in  the  balance  sheet 
;hat  showed  a  decrease  of  £226  in  the  income 
ierived  from  Preliminary  Registration  fees  in 
[942.  Whether  this  was  due  to  the  wisdom  of 
parents  or  of  chemists  was  a  matter  of  surmise. 
The  Benevolent  Fund  continued  to  make 
progress,  the  capital  now  being  £2,717  invested 
in  Government  securities.  It  was  a  most 
ieserving  charity  and  he  appealed  to  members 
to  give  it  generous  support.  He  suggested  that 
a  subscription  should  be  sent  by  every  member 
when  paying  his  annual  membership  subscrip- 
tion. Mr.  Fitzpatrick  concluded  by  paying 
tribute  to  the  constant  help  received  from  the 
•egistrar  and  staff  in  his  efforts  to  secure 
sconomy  in  expenditure. 

Moving  adoption  of  the  report,  Mr.  J. 
Gleeson  (vice-president)  said  the  fact  they 
were  in  such  a.  fine  financial  position  that  day 
was  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  industry 
their  treasurer  brought  to  his  task.  The  one 
fly  in  the  ointment  was  the  income  tax  claim. 
They  had  no  objection  to  paying  their  lawful 
debts,  but  they  did  not  regard  this  claim  as 
just,  and  had  decided  to  fight  it  in  the  interests 
of  the  Society.  Seconding  the  motion,  Mr.  M.  J. 
O'RouRKE  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the 
good  work  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  had  done.  He 
thought  some  of  the  money  they  had  to  their 
credit  should  be  utilised  to  set  up  a  biochemistry 
laboratory  to  train  some  of  their  students. 
Many  of  their  students  would  not  find  their 
way  into  retail  pharmacy,  and  an  outlet  could 
be  found  for  them  in  this  way.  The  motion  was 
carried  unanimously. 

Resolution  on  Apprenticeship 

Mr.  J.  A.  O'RouRKE  moved  the  first  part  of 
a  motion  standing  in  his  name  in  the  following 
terms:  "That  this  annual  meeting  of  the 
members   of  the   Pharmaceutical  Society  of 


Ireland  deprecates  the  action  of  those  licentiates 
who  accept  more  than  one  apprentice  to  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  in  each  four-yearly 
period."  For  the  past  ten  or  fifteen  years,  said 
Mr.  O'Rourke,  they  had  heard  a  lot  about  over- 
crowding in  pharmacy,  but  it  was  not  until  a 
year  ago  that  they  had  got  the  facts,  and  they 
knew  now  at  what  door  to  lay  the  blame.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Council  and  the  I.D.A.  had 
already  condemned  the  practice  of  chemists 
taking  too  many  apprentices,  and  an  agreement 
as  to  limitation  of  the  numbers  had  been  reached. 
The  time  had  come  now  to  go  a  step  further  than 
condemnation.  The  annual  meeting  gave  them 
a  representative  cross-section  of  those  most 
interested  in  the  well-being  of  their  calling, 
and  when  a  truly  representative  assembly 
supported  a  policy,  or  condemned  a  practice, 
it  carried  a  weight  and  influence  out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  force  of  the  words  in  which 
it  expressed  approval  or  disapproval.  A  small 
minority  had  imposed  a  burden  on  pharmacy 
it  could  no  longer  bear'  His  motion  had  nothing 
to  do  with  saving  pharmacy:  it  merely  at- 
tempted to  save  something  from  the  wreckage. 

Mr.  a.  E.  Digan  seconded  the  motion. 

Sir  T.  Robinson  thought  the  use  of  the 
word  "deprecate"  in  the  motion  was  too  strong. 
If  a  milder  word  was  used  everybody  would  be 
with  the  proposer.— Mr.  O'Rourke  said  the 
word  "deprecate"  meant  something  which 
merited  severe  disapproval.  The  use  of  the 
word  "invite"  would  be  too  mild  at  the  present 
stage. 

Mr.  M.  V.  Sargent  said  that  when  botany 
and  chemistry  as  compulsory  subjects  were 
removed  from  the  compulsory  category  the 
flood  gates  were  opened  to  allow  any  one  in. 
Those  who  failed  in  competitive  examinations 
for  the  Civil  Service,  the  banks,  and  other 
careers  turned  into  pharmacy.  He  suggested 
the  Society  should  again  approach  the  Govern- 
ment to  have  botany  and  chemistry  restored  as 
compulsory  subjects. 

Mr.  J.  Gorry,  Naas,  claimed  the  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  apprentices  was  due 
to  the  public  invitation  given  to  parents  about 
1928  or  1929  to  send  their  boys  and  girls  into 
pharmacy.  Till  then  the  average  number  of 
people  coming  in  had  been  twenty-four  each 
quarter.  Inside  twelve  months  it  shot  up  to 
sixty,  and  inside  two  years  to  over  100. 

Mr.  J.  P.  KissANE,  Tipperary,  thought  the 
apprenticeship  matter  should  be  governed  by 
a  fee  of  £100,  of  which  £10  should  be  paid  to  the 
Society.  He  was  in  favour  of  paying  a  salary 
and  having  .an  apprentice  once  in  every  three 
years.  The  trouble  was  that  in  a  lot  of  cases 
apprentices  were  taken  in  free  and  treated  as 
cheap  labour.  The  number  of  apprentices 
should  be  limited  to  two. 

Mr.  M.  V.  Bowie  was  strongly  opposed  to 
charging  an  apprentice  a  fee  of  £100.  To  limit 
an  employer  to  one  apprentice  might  keep  some 
very  brilliant  boys  out  of  the  profession.  The 
real  trouble  lay  in  the  fact  that  so  few  qualified 
men  were  employed  either  by  the  retailers, 
wholesalers,  or  manufacturers. 

Supporting  the  motion,  Mr.  P.  A.  Brady 
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said  he  was  thinking  of  those  in  pharmacy 
today  and  not  those  coming  in  in  four  or  five 
years'  tinie.  From  the  illmninating  figures 
given  by  Mr.  Kerr  it  looked  as  if  they  were 
going  to  have  chemists  in  every  side  street  and 
alley  in  their  cities  and  towns.  He  would  be 
in  favour  of  an  addendum  to  Mr.  O'Rourke's 
motion  that  employers,  instead  of  keeping 
apprentices  for  three  years  and  then  turning 
them  on  the  market,  should  be  compelled  to 
keep  them  for  four  years. 

Mr.  M.  J.  O'RouRKE  said  he  did  not  agree 
with  Mr.  Kissane  in  allowing  two  apprentices 
;to  each  licentiate.  On  that  basis  they  would 
have  over  2,000.  It  was  wrong  to  say  they 
"employed"  an  apprentice.  What  they  did 
was  to  teach  him  the  craft  of  pharmacy.  Since 
the  Society  was  founded  they  had  5,574 
apprentices,  or  an  average  of  eighty-three 
apprentices  each  year.  Last  year  they  had  144, 
and  the  average  was  rising. 

Sir  T.  Robinson  said  he  would  deplore  any 
man  taking  two,  three  or  four  apprentices  in 
four  years;  the  term  of  apprenticeship  should 
be  four  years. — The  Registrar  (Mr.  J.J.  Kerr) 
said  they  had  a  record  of  such  cases  as  Sir  T. 
Robinson  had  mentioned. — Sir  T.  Robinson  : 
The  Council  should  be  able  to  deal  with  this, 
.  matter.  If  we  put  in,  too  many  restrictions  it 
anight  do  harm. 

Mr.  M.  J.  KipRAN  said  they  would  only  be 
.'cutting  a  rod  for  themselves  if  they  allowed 
,  this  apprenticeship  problem  to  grow.  Pharma- 
cists who  were  in  a  position  to  do  so  should 
employ  qualified  men  and  pay  them  a  living 
.  wage.  It  was  up  to  the  bigger  men  only  to  take 
,  the  minimum  of  apprentices  and  discourage 
cheap  labour. 

Mr.  D.  Murphy  said  the  whole  apprenticeship 
business  was  disgraceful.  He  understood  there 
were  members  of  the  Council  who  had  more 
apprentices  than  they  were  entitled  to.  Those 
people  should  be  forced  to  have  one  apprentice 
only  to  each  shop. 

The  motion  was  put  to  the  meeting  and 
carried. 

Formal  Undertaking  for  Signature 

Mr.  O'Rourke  then  moved  the  second  part 
of  his  motion,  which  was  in  the  following  terms  : 
"That  this  annual  meeting  of  Members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  urges  the 
Council  to  draft  a  formal  undertaking  to  be  sent 
for  signature  to  those  chemists  who  are  not 
honouring  the  code  accepted  by  the  majority 
of  their  colleagues."  The  present  position  was  so 
bad,  Mr.  O'Rourke  said,  that  the  matter  might 
be  taken  to  a  Trade  Board.  This  step  would 
introduce  outside  coercive  influences,  and  it 
would  be  much  better  to  settle  the  matter  by 
discipline  within.  The  people  at  fault  were  a 
small  minority  and  confined  to  four  counties 
alone. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Roche  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  F.  X.  Meagher  said  that  the  proposal, 
implied  in  the  motion,  that  the  800  shops  in  the 
country  were  entitled  to  take  one  apprentice 
each  was  preposterous.  The  only  thing  to  re- 
medy the  situation  would  be  legislative  power 
for  the  Council  to  limit  apprentices  to  shops 


suitable  as  training  places. — Mr.  O'Rourk 
said  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Meagher.  His  motic 
really  suggested  the  lowest  form  of  co-operatioi 
If  it  could  be  achieved  he  would  like  to  see, 
made  illegal  for  a  man  to  take  a  second  apprei 
tice  until  the  apprentice  he  had  was  qualifie 
and  in  a  good  position. 

Mr.  Storey  thought  the  solution  of  the  who) 
question  was  to  have  the  indenturing  of  apprei 
tices  in  the  hands  of  the  Council. 

The  President  said  he  did  not  think  Mj 
O'Rourke's  motion  was  the  best  way  of  handlin 
the  problem.  Personally  he  had  little  faith  i 
voluntary  undertakings.  Sixty  per  cent,  inigb 
back  the  principle  and  the  balance  let  ther 
down.  Apart  from  that  he  wondered  if  th 
Council  had  any  legal  right  to  send  out  a  pre 
posal  of  that  kind.  The  Council  realised  th 
gravity  of  the  situation,  and  was  at  the  momer 
endeavouring  to  see  a  responsible  member  c 
the  Government  to  discuss  the  position.  TH 
Council  knew  how  members  felt  on  this  mattei 
and  in  view  of  that  he  would  ask  Mr.  O'Rourk 
to  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  thought  a  good  many  raei 
would  be  influenced  by  a  meeting,  like  thai 
which  was  the  most  representative  gatherin, 
he  had  ever  seen.  They  should  use  every  possibl 
moral  force  to  bring  their  own  people  to  book. 

*  Mr.  Kieran  believed  there  was  somethin, 
in  the  president's  view  that  the  proposal  in  th 
motion  might  not  be  legal.  Would  not  th 
matter  be  fully  advertised  when  it  went  ou 
from  that  meeting? — The  President:  N< 
doubt  publication  of  the  discussion  here  tonigh 
will  do  a  lot  of  good. 

Mr.  Mallen  said  they  should  find  out  tb 
number  of  those  honouring  the  code  and  wheri 
they  were.  He  moved  an  amendment  to  thi 
motion  that  the  word  "not"  before  "honourin| 
the  code"  in  the  motion  be  deleted. 

Mr.  Murphy  seconded. 

The  amendment  was  put  and  lost,  and  th« 
motion  was  then  carried. 

Regulation  Governing  Annual  Meeting 

Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill  then  moved  a  resolutioi 
in  his  name:  "That  this  general  meeting 
recommends  the  Council  to  set  up  a  committe( 
to  inquire  into  and  if  possible  improve  anc 
simplify  the  regulations  governing  the  annua 
election  of  Members  to  the  Council."  Mr. 
O'Neill  said  he  had  put  down  his  motion  befon 
he  had  concrete  evidence  of  the  action  th( 
Council  were  going  to  take  to  meet  his  demands 
of  the  previous  year.  It  was  put  down,  too 
before  he  had  the  privilege  of  nominating  Dub- 
lin's most  successful  candidate.  Here  he  would 
like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  courteous  manner  in 
which  Messrs.  Cremen  and  Corrigan  (the  two 
scrutineers)  had  received  him,  and  to  the 
scrupulously  fair  way  in  which  they  carried 
out  their  task.  The  registrar  also  carried  out 
his  onerous  task  with  cool  North  of  Ireland 
efficiency.  Mr.  O'Neill  then  went  on  to  urge 
that  the  latest  date  for  receiving  nominations 
should  be  published  a  little  earlier  in  the  official 
organ  of  the  Society. 

The  Registrar  said  Mr,  O'Neill's  suggestion 
would  be  adopted. 
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[r.  O'Neill  said  his  idea  was  that  it  should 
nore  of  a  surprise  when  they  had  no  election 
ler  than  when  they  had.

emergency  Medicine  Depot  at  Johannes-

urgency  medicine  depot  was  opened  in 

vestibule  of  Africa  House,  Johannes- 
g,  on  August  8.  The  depot  is  organised 

the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the 
nsvaal  with  the  unanimous  support  of 
members.  In  a  memorandum  issued  by 

Society  it  is  stated  that  the  depot  will 
open  from  6  p.m.  to  8  p.m.  and  con- 
lously  day  and  night  on  Sundays  and 


public  holidays.  Its  functions  will  be  to 
dispense  doctors'  prescriptions  and  orders 
for  surgical  and  sick-room  needs,  and  supp»ly 
urgent  medicinal  or  surgical  requirements 
to  nursing  homes  and  members  of  the 
public  direct,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
manager,  but  never  in  excess  of  tw^elve 
hours'  supply.  It  is  anticipated  that,  if  .the 
depot  is  successful,  similar  depots  will  be 
opened  in  Cape  Town  and  Durban. 

Cartons  Banned  in  South  Africa. — Under 
regulations  recently  enforced  chemical 
manufacturers  are  not  permitted  to  use 
certain  packing  material  such  as  printed 
cartons  even  if  it  was  in  stock  at  the  time 
the  regulations  were  put  into  force.  Soffie 
manufacturers  are  understood  to  have  "had 
thousands  of  printed  small  cartons  for 
single  bottles,  and  outers  to  contain  dozens 
of  bt)ttles ;  according  to  the  regulations 
these  may  not  now  be  used.  As  a  result 
medicinal  preparations  will  have  to  be 
packed  in  straw  for  dispatch  by  rail  to 
wholesalers  throughout  the  country. 
Breakages  are  expected  to  increase,  with 
consequent  loss  of  drugs,  bottles  and 
labour,  not  to  speak  of  damage  to  remaining 
contents  of  cases.  It  was  expected  that  the 
Controller  of  Paper  would  commandeer  all 
printed  cartons  for  repulping,  but  no 
indication  of  the  intention  to  adopt  this 
Course  has  been  given,  and  chemical 
manufacturers  are  now  seeking  to  have  the 
regulation  amended  so  that  at  least  they 
may  use  cartons  at  present  in  stock. 
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MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 

Aqueous  Benzyl  Benzoate. — In  a  compa- 
rison of  the  effects  of  aqueous  and  spiritu- 
ous emulsions  of  benzyl  benzoate  Mallen 
("British  Medical  Journal,"  October  17, 
p.  452)  finds  that  the  aqueous  is  as  effective 
as  the  spirituous  emulsion,  and,  of  course, 
less  expensive.  The  amount  of  dermatitis  is 
slightly  higher  but  the  incidence  of  recur- 
rence much  lower  with  the  aqueous  than 
with  the  spirituous  emulsions. 

Proflavine  as  Wound  Dressing. — Pro- 
flavine powder  is  considered  by  Mitchell 
and  Buttle  ("Lancet,"  October  10,  p.  416) 
to  be  much  less  toxic  than  acriflavine.  It 
has  been  used  pure  as  a  dressing  for  certain 
intractable  wounds,  and,  where  staphy- 
lococci are  the  infecting  organisms,  has 
proved  more  efficient  in  controlling  or 
eliminating  infection  than  any  other  drug 
so  far  tried.  Many  cases  with  mixed  infec- 
tions have  also  responded  well. 

New  Scabies  Remedy. — A  report  is  made 
by  Percival  ("British  Medical  Journal," 
October  17,  p.  451)  on  the  use  of  tetra- 
ethylthiuram monosulphide,  5  per  cent.,  in 
the  treatment  of  a  small  number  of  cases  of 
scabies.  He  describes  the  compound  as 
capable  of  curing  human  scabies.  So  far  it 
has  been  found  non-irritant  to  the  skin,  and 
no  instances  of  cutaneous  idiosyncrasy  have 
been  recorded.  The  remedy  is  cheap,  clean, 
easily  available,  and  permits  economies  in 
oils  and  fats.  The  author  recommends  trial 
on  a  wider  scale  by  other  independent 
observers. 

Exercise  to  Counteract  Bee  Stings. — In 

a  letter  to  the  "British  Medical  Journal" 
(October  3,  p.  407)  Fortescue-Foukes 
suggests  the  possibility  that  violent  exercise 
after  being  stung  may  be  a  prophylactic 
against  lowered  resistance  to  successive 
bee  stings.  He  writes:  "A  shrewd  old 
'beeman'  once  got  badly  stung  looking 
through  a  hive  of  mine.  I  offered  to  drive 
him  home,  but  he  refused,  saying  that  he 
would  walk  it  off  and  that  he  would  be 
better  for  a  good  sweat.  Now  sweating 
usually  accompanies  anaphylactic  shock; 
hence  is  it  not  more  likely  that  any  good 
effects  of  exercise  are  due  either  to  increased 
lymph  flow  or  to  the  presence  in  the  circula- 
tion, as  the  result  of  muscular  activity,  of  a 
chemical  substance  antagonistic  to  bee 
venom?  Here,  perhaps,  although  in  the 
reverse  direction,  may  be  an  explanation 
of  the  effect  of  bee  venom  in  the  treatment 
of  muscular  rheumatism,  an  effect  vaguely 
attributed  to  protein  shock."

Official  Pharmacy  Census 

Some  time  during  the  next  .few  days  phar- 
macists in  retail  business  throughout  Eng- 
land and  Wales  will  receive  from  the 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee  a 
communication  on  the  subject  of  a  census 
of  retail  pharmacies  and  their  staffs.  The 
census  forms,  which  are  of  a  comprehensive 
character,  will  be  accompanied  by  a  letter 
pointing  out  that  the  information  is  re- 
quired by  the  Committee  in  accordance 
with  the  recently-issued  Pharmacy  Under- 
takings Order,  1942  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1942,  No. 
2067),  details  of  which  were  published  in 
the  C.  &^  D.,  October  17,  p.  385.  Similar 
census  forms  relating  to  wholesale  houses 
and  hospitals  are  being  prepared  and  will 
be  dispatched  in  due  course.  Scottish 
readers  should  note  that  the  census  forms 
for  Scotland  will  be  sent  out  by  the  Scottish 
Committee.  While  in  normal  times  chemists 
would  be  extremely  hostile  to  disclosing 
details  of  their  businesses  and  would  in 
fact  be  justified  in  refusing  to  do  so,  the 
Pharmacy  Undertakings  Order,  which  has 
been  issued  under  the  Defence  Regulations, 
makes  it  obligatory  for  them  to  provide 
the  information  required  within  ten  days 
of  receiving  the  forms. 

Briefly,  the  Central  Pharmaceutical 
War    Committee    asks    for  approximate 


figures  of  dispensing  for  a  complete  year 
(subdivided  into  N.H.I.,  private,  family 
recipes,  etc.),  approximate  annual  number 
of  customers  for  drugs,  medicines  and, sur- 
gical requisites,  special  business  under- 
taken, approximate  distance  from  ■  other 
pharmacies,  date  of  establishment,  and 
type  of  area  in  which  the  pharmacy  is 
situated.  The  census  also  requires  particu- 
lars of  staff  employed  in  the  pharmacy, 
including  pharmacists,  dispensers,  appren- 
tices, women  drug  hands  and  others  con- 
cerned with  the  handling  of  drugs.  Dis- 
closure of  financial  information  is  not 
required.  While  the  questionnaire  itself 
appears  perfectly  straightforward,  many 
chemists  will  doubtless  wonder  what  lies 
behind  this  elaborate  collation  of  statistical 
and  other  information,  and  will  be  entitled 
to  ask  if  any  useful  purpose  is  thereby 
being  served.  One  possible  answer  to  the 
first  part  of  the  question  is,  of  course,  that 
the  information  is  required  to  enable  the 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
to  see  a  picture  of  each  individual  business 
and  to  estimate  whether  the  phiarm_acy 
concerned  is  over-  or  under-staffed.  The 
answer  to  the  second  paft  depends  on  the 
use  to  which  the  census  will  be  put. 

Obviously,  however,  circumstances  may 
alter  as  the  war  progresses,  and  there  seems 
to  be  no  reason  why  the  power  of  direction 
may  not  eventually  be  applied  to  phar- 
maceutical personnel.  In  the  event  of  the 
Minister  of  Labour  deciding  to  apply  direc- 
tion, the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Com- 
mittee would,  as  a  result  of  the  census  and 
after  consulting  the  district  committees, 
be  in  a  position  to  propose  man-power 
changes  to  the  Minister.  It  would  not  then 
be  difficult  for  the  district  committees  to 
endeavour  to  provide  a  more  efficient 
pharmaceutical  service,  by  proposing  the 
transfer  of  personnel  from  one  pharmacy 
to  another,  according  to  the- requirements 
of  the  community  at  the  time.  After  the 
census  form  has  been  completed  and  re- 
turned to  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War 
Committee,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
chemist  to  keep  the  information  up  to  date 
by  notifying  the  Committee,  again  within 
ten  days,  of  any  changes  in  staff  or  the 
date  of  the  closing  of  the  premises,  should 
such  a  contingency  arise.

XI. — ^Vitamins  D,  E  and  K 

Vitamin  D  is  concerned  with  the  growth  of 
the  teeth  and  skeleton,  which  makes  the 
greatest  demands  on  the  human  organism 
during  the  first  few  years  of  life.  The  re- 
quirements of  vitamin  D  are  therefore 
especially  marked  in  infants  and  young 
children.  As  mentioned  in  a  previous  article, 
an  infant  may  require  five  to  ten  times  as 
much  vitamin  D  as  an  adult,  and  since  this 
amount  has  to  be  supplied  in  less  than  half 
the  daily  amount  of  food  eaten,  the  actual 
diet  of  the  infant  must  contain  ten  to 
twenty  times  the  percentage  of  vitamin  D 
in  the  adult  diet.  To  make  matters  more 
difficult  vitamin  D,  like  vitamin  A,  may  be 
obtained  as  a  precursor,  so  that  in  assessing 
the  vitamin-D  value  of  a  food  or  diet  both 
the  precursor  and  the  preformed  vitamin 
have  to  be  taken  into  account.  The  problem 
is  further  complicated  by  the  fact  that  the 
conversion  of  the  precursor  into  the  vitamin 
depends  on  a  variable  factor :  the  degree  of 
exposure  of  the  bod}^  to  ultra-violet  rays, 
which  may  or  may  not  be  present  in  sun- 
shine. Moreover,  the  efficiency  of  the  vita- 
min itself  is  affected  by  the  proportions  of 
calcium  to  phosphorus  in  the  diet.  The 
optimum  calcium/phosphorus  ratio  is  not 
yet  accurately  known  for  different  ages, 
but  varies  from  about  2-o  in  infants  to 
about  o-y  in  adults.  All  these  facts  empha- 
sise the  need  for  further  research  into 
vitamin-D  problems.  Unfortunately,  no 
reliable  chemical  method  of  estimating 
vitamin  D  in  food  is  yet  available.  Depend- 
ence has  still  to  be  made  on  tedious  and 
expensive  biological  assays  with  high 
experimental  error;  these  have  certainly 
given  us  a  valuable  picture  of  the  vitamin-D 
position,  but  it  is  a  picture  lacking  in 
accuracy  at  many  points. 

Vitamin  D  and  Bone  Formation. — The 
story  of  the  discovery  of  vitamin  D  and  its 
relation  to  rickets  need  not  be  repeated 
here.  It  is,  however,  necessary  to  refer  to 
modern  theories  of  bone  formation  in  order 
to  explain  certain  recent  advances.  The 
calcium  and  phosphorus  composing  the 
mineral  matter  of  bones  are  obtained  from 
the  blood  by  the  action  of  the  phosphatase 
enzyme.  '  This  enzyme  occurs  especially  at 
the  growing  points  in  the  bones.  It  breaks 
down  complex  organic  phosphates  in  the 
blood  within  the  bone,  liberating  inorganic 
phosphate  and  thus  increasing  the  concen- 


tration of  the  latter  to  such  a  level  that 
calcium  phosphate  is  precipitated  inside  the 
bone.  Entry  of  calcium  and  phosphorus 
from  the  intestines  into  the  blood  depends 
upon  the  action  of  vitamin  D.  When  the 
diet  is  deficient  in  this  vitamin,  the  percent- 
age of  calcium  in  the  blood  is  maintained  at 
a  normal  level  by  the  action  of  the  para- 
thyroid hormone  in  setting  free  more 
calcium  from  the  bones.  The  percentage  of 
blood  phosphate  may  fall,  but  this  is  not  a 
reliable  symptom  of  vitamin-D  deficiency, 
and  the  most  reliable  indication  is  given 
by  the  blood  phosphatase,  which  may  rise 
to  two  or  three  times  the  normal  level. 
This  provides  the  best  method  yet  available 
for  detecting  vitamin-D  deficiency  in  man, 
but  does  not  give  any  reliable  measure  of 
the  degree  of  deficienc}".  To  estimate 
vitamin  D  we  have  at  present  to  use  bio- 
logical assays  depending  on  the  effect  of 
vitamin-D  deficiency  on  bone  formation, 
abnormalities  being  detected  either  histo- 
logically or  by  x-TSLV  examinations. 

Absorption  Spectrophotometry  and  Vita- 
min D.— -Ergosterol,  one  of  the  precursors 
of  vitamin  D,  occurs  in  traces  (less  than  i 
per  cent.)  in  the  cholesterol  present  in  the 
unsaponifiable  matter  in  liver  oils.  Spectro- 
scopic examination  of  a  solution  of  ergosterol 
shows  absorption  maxima  at  294,  282,  270 
a.nd.  260  m/y  approximately.  When  ergo- 
sterol is  exposed  to  radiation  of  these 
wavelengths  {e.g,  from  bright  sunlight  or 
from  a  carbon  arc  or  mercury- vapour  lamp) 
vitamin  Dg  or  calciferol  is  produced.  The 
absorption  spectrum  of  calciferol  has  a 
maximum  at  265  m.u  between  the  maxima 
at  260  and  270  m/j,  given  by  ergosterol; 
so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  use  absorption 
spectrophotometry  to  estimate  vitamin 
D2  in  the  presence  of  ergosterol.  Moreover, 
there  are  two  other  naturally-occurring 
substances  which  can  function  as  pro-vita- 
min D.  One  of  these  is  7-dehydrocholesterol, 
which  occurs  in  the  skin  of  mammals,  and 
is  activated  by  ultra-violet  light  of  260-290 
rxijii  wavelengths  to  produce  vitamin  Dg. 
The  other  is  22-dihydroergosterol,  which  on 
irradiation  yields  vitamin  D^.  The  anti- 
rachitic value  of  these  different  D  vitamins 
is  not  the  same.  Vitamin  D3,  which  occurs 
in  fish-liver  oils  (e.g.  halibut),  is  more  active 
than  vitamin  Dj  when  tested  on  chickens, 
although  the  two  possess  the  same  activity 
when  tested  on  rats.  (Vitamin  D^  was  the 
name  given  to  a  product  that  was  obtained 
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from  irradiated  ergosterol,  and  possessed 
only  half  the  antirachitic  activity  of  calci- 
ferol, and  was  later  found  to  be  a  mixture 
of  ergosterol  with  an  equal  weight  of  inac- 
tive substance.) 

Proposed  Chemical  Tests  for  Vitamin  D. — 
The  urgent  need  for  such  tests  may  serve 
as  reason  for  reviewing  the  progress  so  far 
made,  even  though  there  is  still  far  to  go 
before  satisfactory  results  are  obtained,  and 
though  many  difficulties  remain  to  be  over- 
come. Spectroscopic  methods  may  be  con- 
sidered'first.  Since  these  were  employed  to 
discover  the  presence  of  ergosterol  (one  of 
the  D  pro-vitamins)  in  cholesterol,  which  up 
to  that  time  was  thought  to  be  pro-vitamin 
D,  and  since  the  vitamin  D  produced  by 
irradiating  ergosterol  showed  marked  ab- 
sorption in  solution,  many  attempts  have 
been  made  to  employ  spectroscopic  methods 
to  estimate  vitamin  D.  None  has  yet  over- 
come the  difficulty  of  interference  caused 
by  absorption  in  the  same  wavelength 
range  due  to  other  substances  commonly 
associated  with  vitamin  D.  In  addition 
to  the  interference  due  to  ergosterol  or 
7-dehydrocholesterol,  there  may  also  be 
interference  due  to  vitamin  A,  which  occurs 
in  the  liver  oils  that  form  the  richest  natural 
source  of  preformed  vitamin  D.  The  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  may  lie  in  separating 
vitamin  D  from  the  interfering  substances 
by  the  absorption  technique  employed  in 
chromatographic  analysis.  Colour  tests 
have  been  proposed  for  vitamin  D,  using  as 
reagent  a  solution  of  antimony  trichloride 
in  anhydrous  chloroform.  This  gives,  with 
vitamins  Dj  and  D^,  a  pale  yellow  colour,  or 
yellowish-pink  if  a  trace  of  acetylchloride 
is  also  added.  Because  of  the  blue  colour 
given  by  the  reagent  on  vitamin  A,  this 
vitamin,  if  present,  must  first  be  removed, 
which  may  be  done  by  treatment  with 
f^maleic  anhydride.  Cholesterol  also  may  be 
quantitatively  removed  by  precipitation 
with  digitonin  or  lithium  chloride. 

Vitamin-D  Requiremehts. — The  absence 
of  a  satisfactory  chemical  test  for  vitamin  D 
has  prevented  workers  from  obtaining  any 
reliable  figures  for  human  requirements  of 
this  vitamin.  One  of  the  greatest  authorities 
in  the  country  recently  informed  the 
author  that  his  published  figures  for  vita- 
min-D  requirements,  which  have  been 
widely  used  by  nutrition  workers,  are 
subject  to  a  possible  error  of  loo  per  cent. ! 
Adult  requirements  of  250  to  700  i.u.  daily 
have  been  suggested  by  various  experts, 
but  studies  on  diets  actually  being  con- 
sumed show  that  many  people  appear  to 


live  healthily  on  a  lower  intake  of  vitamin 
D.  Children  certainly  need  much  more 
vitamin  D  than  adults,  especially  in  the 
,  first  few  years  of  life,  and  daily  require- 
ments of  1,000  to  2,000  i.u.  have  been 
suggested  for  infants. 

Vitamin-D  Values  of  Foods. — A  food  may 
provide  vitamin  D  in  two  forms :  (a)  As 
preformed  vitamin ;  {b)  as  a  precursor. 
Since  the  value  of  a  precursor  depends  on  a 
variable  factor — the  degree  of  exposure  of 
the  body  to  ultra-violet  light — the  precur- 
sors are  not  usually  taken  into  account  when 
estimating  the  vitamin-D  values  of  foods. 
This  leads  to  the  not  entirely  satisfactory 
position  that  the  only  foods  credited  with 
significant  vitamin-D  values  are  animal  in 
origin,  e.g.  milk,  butter,  eggs,  liver  and 
certain  other  parts  of  meat  and  fish.  In  our 
pre-war  diet  the  chief  source  of  vitamin  D 
was  dairy  produce ;  eggs  headed  the  list, 
supplying  more  than  milk  and  butter 
together.  One  egg  can  supply  the  whole  of 
the  adult  daily  requirements  of  vitamin  D, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  vita- 
min-D value  of  eggs  varies  widely,  some 
containing  ten  or  twenty  times  as  much  as 
others.  The  vitamin-D  value  of  fish  varies 
widely  in  different  species.  Herrings  have 
a  high  vitamin-D  value.  Provided  that  the 
liver  is  included,  i  oz.  of  herring  can  supply 
more  than  half  the  adult  daily  require- 
ments. Liver  oils  provide  the  richest  natural 
source  of  vitamin  D.  It  is  possible  to  obtain 
a  sample  of  halibut  liver  oil  of  which  five 
drops  would  supply  the  whole  of  the  daily 
requirement,  but  some  samples  fall  far 
below  this  high  standard.  The  present 
shortage  of  eggs,  milk,  butter,  meat  and 
fish  throws  great  importance  on  other 
sources  of  vitamin  D,  amongst  which  may 
be  mentioned  foods  fortified  with  either 
synthetic  or  natural  vitamin.  It  may  be 
anticipated  that  disclosure  of  the  amounts 
of  vitamin  added  to  foodstuffs  will  soon 
become  compulsory  in  this  country,  as  has 
already  occurred  in  America.  An  important 
step  in  this  direction  will  have  been  taken 
when  a  satisfactory  chemical  test  for 
vitamin  D  becomes  available. 

Vitamin  E. — The  classical  work  of  Evans 
and  his  colleagues  in  U.S.A.  showed  the 
presence,  in  wheat-germ  oil,  rice-germ  oil, 
and  cottonseed  oil,  of  a  vitamin  concerned 
with  reproduction.  Absence  of  the  vitamin 
from  the  diet  of  rats  caused  males  to  become 
infertile,  whilst  in  females  the  embryos  did 
not  complete  their  development,  but  died 
and  were  reabsorbed  into  the  maternal 
tissues.  The  vitamin  has  since  been  isolated 
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and  found  to  ■  be  an  alcohol :  tocopherol. 
This  occurs  in  three  forms,  a,  and  y, 
of  which  a  is  the  most  potent.  In  contrast 
with  other  vitamins,  the  physiological 
properties  of  vitamin  E  are  also  found  in  a 
number  of  similar  chemical  compounds, 
though  in  much  less  degree.  Vitamin  E  has 
been  found  effective  in  preventing  sterility 
in  various  species  of  domesticated  animals, 
and  favourable  results  have  been  reported 
in  the  treatment  of  abortion  in  women,  but 
we  still  know  little  about  human  require- 
ments of  the  vitamin.  Spectroscopic  estima- 
tions may  be  applied  to  vitamin-E  concen- 
trates, when  chromatographic  absorption 
is,  useful  in  removing  difficulties.  Small 
concentrations  of  vitamin  E  may  be  esti- 
mated by  potentiometric  titration  using 
gold  chloride  as  oxidising  agent,  making 
suitable  allowance  for  interference  by 
carotenoids.  A  colour  test  has  also  been  used 
in  which  the  tocopherols  are  oxidised  with 
nitric  acid  to  give  a  deep  red  solution. 


Vitamin  K. — Like  vitamins  D  'and  E, 
vitamin  K  is  fat-soluble,  occurring  in  animal 
fats  (e.g.  pigs'  liver)  and  in  vegetable  fats 
(e.g.  hempseed),  but  the  richest  sources  are 
green  vegetables  such  as  alfalfa,  cabbage  and 
spinach.  Absence  of  vitamin  K  from  the, 
diet  of  chickens  causes  anaemia,  character- 
ised by  a  greatly  lengthened  blood-clotting 
time.  Rats  and  guinea-pigs  do  not  appear 
to  need  vitamin  K  in  their  diet,  and  the 
position  in  regard  to  man  is  still  uncertain, 
though  favourable  results  have  been 
reported  in  the  treatment  of  haemorrhage 
in  obstructive  jaundice.  The  vitamin  has 
recently  been  isolated  and  found  to  be  a 
naphthoquinone  derivative ;  it  may  occur 
in  two  forms,  and  K2,  both  of  which  are 
physiologically  active,  though  appears 
to  be  nearly  twice  as  potent  as  Kg.  Estima- 
tions ma}'-  be  made  spectroscopically  or  by 
means  of  a  cololir  test  based  on  the  use  of 
sodium  methoxide.  Further  investigation  of 
the  methods  is  desirable. 


PROPRIETARY  ARTICLES  TRADE 
ASSOCIATION 


A  MEETING  of  the  council  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  was  held  in 
London  on  October  8,  the  president 
(Lieutenant-Colonel  S.  Watson)  presiding. 
It  was  resolved  that,  in  view  of  existing 
conditions,  there  should  be  no  election. 

Matters  affecting  the  operation  of  the 
purchase  tax  were  discussed,  particularly 
the  hardship  occasioned  to  retailers  by 
levying  tax  on  postal  and  carriage  charges 
on  small  parcels.  A  deputation  from  the 
Council  which  interviewed  the  Customs 
officials  on  this  subject  had  so  far  been 
unable  to  obtain  any  concession,  and  it  was 
resolved  to  carry  the  matter  further. 

A  report  on  the  revised  sector  scheme, 
as  it  affected  proprietary  infants'  and 
invalids'  foods  and  special  dietetic  prepara- 
tions, was  submitted.  The  position  of 
wholesalers  who  had  to  supply  from  stock 
parcels  of  goods  that  manufacturers  were 
unable,  in  specified  circumstances,  to  send 
direct  to  retailers  on  wholesalers'  instruc- 
tions, was  discussed.  An  arrangement 
regarding  terms  was  recommended. 

The  council  considered  a  suggestion  from 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  that 
the  P.A.T.A.  should  undertake  the  com- 
pilation and  publication  of  a  comprehensive 
price  list  of  all  proprietary  articles  sold  by 
chemists,  but  felt  that,  in  existing  circum- 
stances, it  could  not  undertake  this.  In 


this  connexion  the  council  deemed  it 
opportune  to  remind  its  members  that  the 
annual  publication  of  the  P.A.T.A.  pro- 
tected list,  containing  full  details  of  trade 
and  tax-inclusive  retail  prices,  with  pur- 
chase tax  rates  on  all  articles  affected,  had 
been  maintained,  and  that  supplements 
to  the  list,  embodying  price  alterations 
necessitated  by  changes  in  tax  rates  and 
other  causes,  had  been  produced  and  sent 
to  all  retail  members.  Through  the  co- 
operation of  the  weekly  and  monthly 
pharmaceutical  Press,  details  of  additions 
to  the  list,  and  alterations  in  the  prices, 
of  P.A.T.A.  articles  were  published  promptly 
and  regularly. 

The  secretary's  report  on  investigation 
and  testing  work  during  the  past  quarter 
stated  that  433  premises  had  been  visited 
for  test  purchases  and  information.  The 
premises  of  seventy-nine  traders  included 
in  the  stop  list  were  found  to  have  been 
closed  down,  in  addition  to  those  previously 
recorded.  By  authority  of  the  executive 
committee  the  names  of  thirty-three 
traders  had  been  removed  from  the  stop 
list,  after  appropriate  undertakings  had 
been  received.  A  survey  in  the  provinces 
revealed  that  price-cutting  was  now  prac- 
tically non-existent  in  an  important  city 
formerly  noted  for  the  number  of  its  stop- 
listed  traders. 
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A.B.C.M.  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of 
British  Chemical  Manufacturers  was  held 
on  October  8.  The  officers  for  the  year  are  : 
President,  Mr.  R.  Duncalfe ;  Chairman, 
Mr.  C.  F.  Merriam ;  Vice-chairman,  Dr. 
P.  C.  C.  Isherwood  ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  C.  E. 
Carey ;  General  Manager  and  Secretary,  Mr. 
J.  D.  Pratt,  O.B.E.  (seconded  for  war 
service)  ;  Joint  Assistant  Secretaries  and 
Assistant  Managers,  Messrs.  R.  M.  Drake, 
O.B.E. ,  M.Sc,  and  A.  J.  Holden,  B.Sc. 

The  annual  report  stated  that  four  firms 
joined  the  Association  during  the  year,  and 
there  were  no  resignations,  membership  at 
the  end  of  the  year  standing  at  158.  The 
Qumber  of  affiliated  associations  had 
increased  to  sixteen  by  accession  of  the 
British  Barytes  Producers'  Association.  The 
Association  continued  to  work  in  the  closest 
contact  with  the  Government  departments 
concerned  with  the  control,  supply  and  use 
of  chemical  products,  and  with  the  depart- 
ments operating  import  and  export  licensing 
procedure.  The  technical  knowledge  and 
experience  of  the  Association  was  again 
called  upon  extensively  in  connexion  with 
control  and  rationing  schemes  for  chemicals. 
The  organisation  of  the  tar  industry  in 
respect  of  its  ability  efficiently  to  meet  post- 
war problems  was  receiving  special  con- 
lideration,  and  a  survey  was  being  made 
with  a  view  to  co-ordinating  policy.  The 
period  had  seen  a  continual  extension  of  the 
range  of  products  subject  to  the  export 
Licensing  system.  Import  control  on  chem- 
icals had  already  become  all  but  complete, 
while  overseas  countries  for  one  reason  or 
mother  introduced  extensive  import  re- 
strictions, with  the  result  that  chemical 
jxport  activity  became  considerably  circum- 
scribed. As  a  consequence,  the  Association's 
activities  in  co-operation  with  the  import 
md  export  licensing  departments  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  had  become  correspondingly 
stabilised. 

Key  Industry  Duties 

The  Association  was  called  into  confer- 
ence with  the  Treasury  on  a  proposal  that 
import  duties  should  be  abolished  where  im- 
ports were  wholly  or  largely  on  Government 
account  and  where  in  consequence  the 
duties  had  little  practical  value.  It  emerged 
that  the  Treasury  had  primarily  in  mind 
commodities  carrying  specially  heavy  duties, 
notably  the  Key  Industry  Duties.  The 
opportunity  was  taken  of  impressing  on 
the  Treasury  and  the  Board  of  Trade  the 
special  nature   of  these   duties   and  the 


importance  of  not  undermining  their  effect 
by  precipitate  and/or  widespread  removal 
of  the  duties.  When,  in  due  course,  the  list 
of  chemicals  exempted  from  Key  Industry 
Duty  on  the  grounds  stated  was  issued,  it 
was  noted  with  satisfaction  that  only  a 
short  list  of  products  was  involved,  and 
that  (with  one  or  two  exceptions  on  which 
the  Association  made  effective  representa- 
tions) full  recognition  had  been  given  to 
the  Association's  views. 

Chairman's  Address 

After  moving  adoption  of  the  annual 
report  and  accounts  The  Chairman  (Mr. 
C.  F.  Merriam)  spoke  about  post-war 
planning.  The  Council,  he  said,  had  had 
the  question  under  review  recently  and  he 
suggested  it  might  be  necessary  to  go  even 
further  than  examining  only  the  organisa- 
tion of  their  own  Association  and  its  rela- 
tions to  other  bodies.  They  might  need  to 
consider  the  whole  structure  of  the  chemical 
industry  and  determine  if  it  was  organised 
to  operate  on  a  basis  which  would  give, 
after  the  war,  the  most  efficient  service 
to  the  community  at  home  and  a  satis- 
factory contribution  to  the  export  trade  of 
the  country.  Such  a  .survey  would  include 
an  examination  of  their  position  by  indi- 
vidual manufacturers  and  sections  of  the 
trade  making  the  same  products.  A  start 
on  these  lines  has  been  made  in  at  least  one 
quarter,  and  he  submitted  that  the  Associa- 
tion would  be  doing  no  more  than  its  duty 
in  giving  help  to  such  a  study. 

So  far  as  the  organisation  of  the  Associa- 
tion itself  was  concerned,  the  question 
might  involve  such  matters  as  whether  the 
scope  of  membership  was  sufficiently  clearly 
defined,  or  whether  there  is  overlapping 
with  other  associations ;  whether  it  was 
desirable  for  membership  of  a  trade  associa- 
tion, such  as  the  A.B.C.M.,  to  be  compulsory 
for  all  firms  in  the  industry ;  whether  such 
an  Association  should  be  in  a  position  to 
enforce  its  decisions ;  whether  it  should 
exercise  control  over  production  and  prices 
and  extend  its  activities  to  include  relations 
with  labour.  These  were  some  of  the  points 
on  which  they  intended  to  seek  the  views 
of  members,  and  a  letter  of  inquiry  for 
this  purpose  was  in  preparation.  After  the 
replies  have  been  collated  and  considered, 
they  niight  be  in  a  position  to  frame  a  post- 
war policy,  but  there  were  so  many  diver- 
gent views  to  reconcile,  and  so  many 
sections  of  the  industry,  each  with  its  own 
problems,  that  it  was  no  light  task.

Small  but  steady  business  is  regularly 
going  on  in  the  London  drug  and  chemical 
markets  but  prices  show  little  variation. 
Most  of  the  goods  changing  hands  are 
intended  for  immediate  use  by  the  home 
consuming  trades,  and  the  quantities 
involved  are  usually  not  large.  In  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals,  the  only  item  of 
importance  is  a  new  Control  and  Maximum 
Prices  Order  for  Citric  acid,  which  came 
into  operation  on  -October  19.  Under  the 
Order — the  Citric  Acid  (Control  and  Maxi- 
mum Prices)  Order,  1942 — a  licence  is 
required  to  sell  citric  acid  otherwise  than 
by  retail  and  sales  must  be  made  at  or 
below  the  prices  laid  down  in  the  schedule 
to  the  Order. 

Crude  Drugs 

Apart  from  steady  routine  sales  to 
consuming  trades,  this  section  of  the 
markets  shows  little  activity.  Price  move- 
ments have  been  slight  and  of  no  particular 
significance.  Some  small  sales  of  Agar 
are  being  made  for  bacteriological  use,  but 
prices  are  not  mentioned.  Rather  more 
inquiry  has  been  received  for  Cape  Aloes. 
Benzoin  continues  to  sell  slowly  at  recently 
quoted  prices.  Cardamoms  is  neglected 
and  without  quotable  change  on  the  week. 
Some  spot  business  is  reported  in  old  bark 
Cascara  sagrada  at  much  higher  prices 
than  those  ruling  recently  for  Lease-Lend 
material.  Interest  in  Ergot  is  practically 
non-existent,  but  the  price  is  maintained 
at  the  level  noted  last  week.  No  informa- 
tion has  yet  been  received  regarding 
maximum  prices  for  Ginger.  Spot  values 
of  Kordofan  Gum  acacia  have  again 
declined,  but  the  shipment  price  is  un- 
changed. Considerable  inquiry  has  been 
received  for  Minas  Ipecacuanha  and  values 
are  tending  dearer.  It  has  been  announced 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  that  quotas  for 
shipment  of  Pepper  from  India  are  being 
arranged  in  order  to  make  equitable 
supplies  of  pepper  available  to  the  united 
and  neutral  nations.  In  the  meantime, 
exports  from  India  are  being  restricted  to 
the  1939-40  level,  with  the  exception  of 
certain  purchases  made  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food  for  the  united  nations.  Some  export 
inquiries  are  noted  for  in-bond  supplies  of 


Rhubarb,  but  no  such  goods  appear  to  be 
available.  Seeds  are  quiet,  and  withou 
price  change.  Shellac  is  dearer.  Traga 
canth  is  quiet,  but  prices  of  medium  grade 
show  a  further  small  decline  as  a  result  o 
substantial  stocks  coming  forward. 

Essential  Oils 

Business   in   oils   remains   steady,  but 
amounts  only  to  filling  stockists'  require 
ments.    Practically  no  price  changes  have 
occurred.    Anise  (star)  is  in  routine  de 
mand,  with  genuine  Red  Ship  in  dealers 
hands  at  unchanged  prices.    English  dis 
tillers'  prices  for  Clove  have  been  reduced 
by  6d.  per  lb.  Eucalyptus  is  at  the  rather 
higher  level  noted  last  week.   Spot  supplie 
of  Peppermint  are  increasingly  difficult  to 
find,  and  high  prices  would  be  required  for 
any  available  supplies.

I  am  speaking 
on  behalf  of  the  thousands  of  unqualified 
assistants  with  twenty  years'  or  more 
experience  of  pharmacy,  and  about  whom 
we  never  read  in  any  journals,  although  they 
constitute  the  backbone  of  75  per  cent,  of 
pharmacies.  Why  should  not  they  be  given 
the  opportunity  of  entering  a  modified 
examination  in  preference  to  young  ladies 
with  a  few  months'  experience  ?  Myself,  I 
was  apprenticed  for  three  years  in  1911, 
was  in  the  Army  three  and  a  half  years, 
invalided  out  of  same,  unable  to  qualify 
then  owing  to  war  disability,  and  have 
now  over  thirty  years'  experience  of  phar- 
macy, and  have  dispensed  several  hundred 
thousand  prescriptions.  If  when  a  war 
emergency  arises  the  best  that  can  be 
suggested  is  girls  with  three  months'  training, 
isn't  it  time  we  had  a  little  consideration  ?
